Please advice me as to the cor- 
tect form to use when answering an 
R.s.v.p. invitation: if one accepts 
and if one is unable to attend. 


The form one uses in acknowl- 
edging an invitation, whether one 
is accepting or regretting the invi- 
tation, depends entirely on the 
form of the invitation. The fun- 
damental rule is that an acknowl- 
edgment of an invitation should be 
in the same form as the invitation 
itself. Now invitations are, in gen- 
eral, divided into/ two classiizs- 
tions: formial and] informal. For- 
mal invitations are worded in the 
third person .and informal invita- 
tions are usually worded in the first 


formal invitation, an engraved in- 
vitation worded in the third person. 
An invitation to an informal party 
would probably be written as a per- 
sonal note, written like most person- 
al notes, in the first person. This 
kind of invitation, then, we would 
answer with a note written in the 
first person. 

Let me give an example of each:
